to 1920, the insurance in legal reserve companies increased 120 
percent. For every individual added to'the population the 
amount of insurance wns increased by $1,300. Today there are 
40,000,000 policyholders, whose yearly premiums average $43 
each. In 1921 more than $1,100.000,000 was distributed by the 
'eompanief in the United States and Canada.
